THE TREASURER'S REFORT ON DUES ty Bave Carson, WEGBGO 


The current club membership is 100 full and 35 associate mem’ ers, Including 
several family mem crships. We assesse* dues at $2.09, $3.90, 
year for each. Dues were recently te $4.90 fer full, 
associates, with no family m Viable. fF yy 
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If we were to make -our dues $5.00 for full membors, $7.90 for associates, and 
$19.90 for family memberships, we can proLahly take in $1245, which is ahout the 
healthiest optimum. What. looks like prefit will erohably disaprear since the 
profit/loss estimates are all conservative losses/optimistic profits. 


f word ot two about asscciate versus full memters is approrriate. The Cross-Talk 
has Leen costine 21¢ per member per month (standard deviation 3¢ for al] you 
statistics freaks) for the last yoar. For associates, there is an adeiticnal 

13¢ per menth for postsce. So the Cross Talk crsts 22.52 per year fer full 
members and $4.08 for associates ($7.56 more for associates than full members). 
In addition, remember the $5.09 per year we get fer each full member in 

addition to dues. Most of the "loss" items cn tho activities list honofit both 
full and associate mom hers, all of tho profit items benefit both. Only a very 
few of the less items (those requiring access to TRY facilities, such as regular 
meetines ant club station use) benefit full members more than asscciatos. 


From the standpoint cf a balanced ‘udcset and a solvent TRE/ARC, the office of 
treasurer recommends the followine a! cues rates as the cnv realistic 

means of continuing to serve as a vieble et Radio Club: full members $5.00, 
assoctate members $7.99, and famity members $19.09, with all orerate} quarterly, 
memberships goed threugh October { of cach year.

THE FEPRUARY GENERAL MEETING ‘ : _> dim Hi}, MEIVE, Secretary 


The February general meeting was called to order by president Pill Dews, K6AWO, at 
12:08 PM, February 23, 1977. 29 people were present, including a number of quests. 
Unfortunately, this number did not include the speaker-or. the vice-president 
(with the door prizes), so business was conducted during the entire meeting. 


Activities chafrman Gary Komatsu, KEHPD, mentioned that a Saint Paticks Day Peer- 
Bust is being planned, and that a chairman is needed for fie]d day. He also 
reminded us of the following regular get-togethers: : 
Breakfast every Friday morning in the Cafetaria at 7:15 AM. Try to arrive 
at 7:00 AM to allow time to go through the line. 
Lunch each Thursday that is not pay day at Shakeys Pizza Parlor, 2000 
North Sepulveda, Manhattan Beach. Plan to arrive about 12:00 noon. 
President Bill Dews mentioned that the company name (TRW Systems Group) on the 
Club logo should be updated to the current name (TRH Defense and Space Systems 
Group), and asked Frank Cartier, WA6RAY, to implement this change. During the 
following discussion, it was mentioned that there was inadequate room for the new 
name without other changes. Paul Weisz, WEYO, volunteered to handle the 
implementation, once an updated logo is available. 
The new training manager, Gary Cooper, WB6RLN, will be looking for pecple who 
can teach various subjects, and he will circulate a notice. Volunteers can phone 
him at x61263. 
Frank Cartier discussed the swap-meet. Unfortunately, there was a misunderstanding 
regarding the date and time. Frank will contact.the swap-mect chairman, Jim 
Mc Williams, K6RTG, when he returns from his trip, verify the actual date, and 
advise Bill Dews. 
Frank Cartier mentioned that he is the current custodian of the ICOM 230, and that 
it is available for members to borrow, usually for one week intervals. ; Insurance 
is no longer carried, and borrowers are responsible for less or damage exceeding 
normal wear and tear.’ The previous executive committee minutes were incorrect ‘in 
stating that borrowers were responsible for failures not caused by abuse. 
Bill Dews directed Paul Weisz and Gary Komatsu to identify club items that will be 
auctioned at the next swap-meet. . 2S 
The next subject was the dues increase. Paul Weisz moved that the dues he changed 
to $5.00 for full members and $8.00 for associate members. This motion did not 
pass. Frank Cartier moved that the dues be increased to $4.00 for full members 
and $5.00 for associate members. This metion passed (9 for, 8 against), and is 
effective February 24, 1977. Considerable discussion occurred, and the following 
points were mentioned by.a number of pecple: 


The subject. came as a surprise since members were nto advised in the 
February ecition of Crosstalk. The subject was mentionec in the February 
edition, but it was not available to after the mecting. Previous editions of 
Crosstalk mentioned the subject, nut cid not specify a vote at this mesting. 


Since treasurer Dave Carson, WBEBGG, was absent. adequate information 
needed to. make an intelligent decision was act available. 


Possible savings obtained by reducing the number of pages in Cress Talk were 
discussa!. Ex-editor Paul Weisz mentioned that the publication cost was not a 
linear function of the number cf pages. In other words, a 25% reduction in the 
number of pages would result in noticeable less than a 25% decrease in costs. 


The discussion also covered full members bs associate members. Associate 

members provide less funds for the club since Cress Talk is mai to them at 
approximately $1.5€ postage/year/moember, the clut: does not receive a SEA 

subsidy (approximately $3.00/year/member) for non-TR! employee menticrs. However, 
asscciate members have less of an opportunity to enjoy club privileges. For 
example, they usually must make a special trip te attend meetings, and cannot use 
the club station without an escort. Their participation is usually limited to 
occasional meetings, plus special events such as Field Day. Two viewpoints were 
expressed. . One viewpoint was that the dues structure should provide anpreximately 
equal club funding per member for both classes. The other viewpoint was that cqual 
funding would result in excessive dues for associate members, considering their 
lesser participation, anc most would drop. 


The meeting was adjourned at 1:00PM.

Gary Komatsu, K6HPD, Cross Talk Editor Mac McGrew, K6RL, and Associate Editor 
Ert, K6GNC, and Training Manager Gary Cooper, WB6RLN.

Club Station : 

Gary Komatsu moved and Jim Win seconted a request fer $100 to be used for 
maintenance, of the club station. f snecific budget for the use of this money was 
not submitted, but tentative uses were $35 to purchase a new clock for the station, 
and the bulk of: the remainder te replace the roter cable, if tests inicate the 
present cable is defective. There was concern that tho condition.of the club 
treasury would not allow such exbencitures, and the motion wes defeated, 2-1. 
Gary Komatsu then moved that $35 Le allecated to purchase a new clock, but there 
was no second. During the discussion on the $100 expenditure, Mel Ert mentioned 
that the tower guy wires wore rusted and a safety problem my exist. 


Action Item: Gary Komatsu will check the cuy wircs and replace them, if required. 
Any expenses will be reimbursed by the club treasury. 


Action Item: Doug Heydon will prénare signs listing key clul personnel te contact 
when problems such as equipment failures, fires, thefts, otc. are observed. These 
signs will be posted where they will be clearly visible both inside and outside 
the station. iain

(starting with the 1977 issues). Action Item: Jim Hill will list al] mombers 


of the executive committee and staff on future oxccutive committce meetince 
notices. The station's 89 meter antenna is down.

Equipment in the club station has been reviewed, anc items to Le auctioned in 
the swap meet have been selected, but cther areas used for storage should he 
chacked for additional cquipment.

Gary Komatsu moved that $30 be allecated for the forthcoming St. Patricks' Day 
beer bust. Jim Hill seconded'the motion, anc it passe, 3-9.

Cary Cooper presenter a nroarasal for the code anc theory classes. The main 
points of the propesal are: The present emphasis will Fe to present a ccurse 
designed to prepare rennie to pass the Novice Examination. ARRL training 
material will he used. The fee will he £15/nerson, anc students will te required 
to furnish cortain material or equipment such as a code practice oscillator and 
key. There will be twe mectincgs 2 week. One meeting will Se a formal code and 
theory class, and the other meeting vill te a werkshon with code and theory 
assistance availatle. Potential students will be solicited ty varicus means 
including posters and a TRW ARC presentation.
